Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  haA^e  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  health  of  the  Stafford  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1911. 

Area. 

1  he  district  is  divided  into  twenty-four  parishes, 
and  has  a  total  area  of  52,103  acres,  giving  an  average  of 
4*41  acres  per  head  of  the  population. 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  entire  district,  according  to 
the  Census  of  1911,  was  11,779,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
this  report  the  population  is  estimated  in  the  middle  of 
1911  to  be  11,810. 

Births. 

There  w^ere  253  births  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year,  but  to  these  must  be  added  2  births 
which  occurred  outside  the  district,  the  parents  belonging 
thereto.  This  makes  the  total  net  births  255,  equal  to  a 
rate  of  21'5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Deaths. 

4  he  number  of  deaths  registered  as  having  occurred 
m  the  district  during  the  year  Avas  116,  equal  to  a  rate  of 
9*8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  After  taking  into  account 
the  transferable  deaths  of  8  non-residents  registered  in 
the  district,  and  those  of  26  residents  not  registered  in  the 
district,  the  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  were 
134,  equal  to  a  rate  of  11-3 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  is  a  substantial 
decrease  of  2*4  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  the  death 
rate  in  this  district,  last  year’s  rate  being  13'7. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  14  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  55  deaths  per 
1,000  births  registered,  compared  with  58  deaths  per  1,000 
in  1910. 

Chest  Diseases. 

Seven  deaths  have  occurred  from  Bronchitis,  and 
seven  from  Pneumonia  and  Broncho-Pneumonia.

Phthisis. — Six  deaths  have  occurred  from  this 
disease  during  the  year.

Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases. 

Nine  deaths  have  occurred  from  these  diseases,  being 
an  increase  of  four  on  last  year. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 

During  1911  eighteen  deaths  have  occurred  from 
zymotic  diseases,  giving  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  1’5  per

Scarlet  Fever. 

if  teen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified 
during  the  year,  being  a  decrease  of  twelve  on  last  year. 
Castle  Church  provided  eight  of  these,  the  remainder 
being  notified  from  the  parishes  of  Colwich,  Tillington, 
and  Seighford. 

Four  cases  only  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospi¬ 
tal  Of  the  remainder,  part  were  treated  at  the  Borough 
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Isolation  Hospital,  by  request,  and  part  were  isolated  at 
home. 

Diphtheria. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified, 
against  two  last  year. 

Colwich  and  Tillington  provided  seven  each  of  this 
number,  the  remainder  being  distributed  over  four 
parishes.  I  regard  the  spread  of  diphtheria  in  the  first- 
named  parishes  as  due  to  direct  contact,  in  consequence 
of  having  no  means  of  isolation  in  infected  cases.  Six 
cases  proved  fatal  during  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  notified  during 
the  year,  from  the  parishes  of  Brocton  (one),  Castle 
Church  (one),  and  Seighford  (two). 


Water  Testing. 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  submitted  to  me  17 
samples  of  drinking  water  for  analysis.  Of  these  I

Physical  Features  cf  the  District  and  Occupations. 


The  district  is  mostly  agricultural,  but  much  of  the 
land  is  of  a  low-lying  character.  The  chief  occupations 
of  the  inhabitants  are  connected  vdth  the  land,  but  in 
the  area  immediately  surrounding  Stafford  the  artisans 
are  connected  with  the  engineering  and  shoe  manu¬ 
facturing  industries. 

Water  Supply. 

The  parishes  adjoining  Stafford  are  supplied  by  the 
Stafford  Corporation  Avater  works.  The  wider  is  of  excel¬ 
lent  quality  and  the  supply  constant.  Otherwise  the 
district  in  general  obtains  its  water  from  avcIIs,  AAddch, 
on  the  Avhole,  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

In  consequence  of  the  quality  of  the  water  and  the 
distance  it  has  to  be  carried  in  the  Great  Haywood  and 
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Colwich  districts,  I  drew  up  a  special  report  on  this  matter. 
This  has  been  printed  and  circulated  amongst  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  and  the  several  bodies  to  whom  copies 
of  such  reports  are  directed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  to  be  sent. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Action  has  been  taken  to  the  extent  of  requiring 
owners  to  filter  before  discharging  sewage  effluent  into  the 
rivers  and  streams.  The  Council  has  also  put  in  new 
Septic  Tanks  and  Filter  at  Walton. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sufficient  sewers  have  been  provided  for  the  more 
populous  parts  of  Castle  Church  and  Tillington  Parishes, 
and  water  or  slop  closets  provided  to  each  house.  These 
sewers  also  receive  the  sink  and  bath  wastes,  there  being 
separate  sewers  to  drain  storm  water.  In  other  parts  of 
the  district  where  water  or  slop  closets  are  in  use,  septic 
tanks  or  cesspits  with  filters  or  overflow  pits  constructed 
at  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  water  supply  have  been 
provided. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Approximately  there  are  750  water  and  slop  closets, 
1,000  pan  or  pail  closets,  800  privies  with  privy  middens 

The  slop  closets  are  discouraged  on  account  of  their 
liability  to  become  stopped  up,  and  the  reluctance  of 
occupiers  to  keep  them  cleansed.  It  is  estimated  there 
are  200  slop  closets. 

The  water  closets  are  of  the  straight-backed  and 
wash-down  type,  and  work  satisfactorily.  Ventilation 
shafts  are  fixed  to  all  soil  pipes,  and  all  lengths  of 
drainage  exceeding  30  feet  are  ventilated. 

Scavenging. 

The  house  refuse  is  removed  by  the  occupier  or 
owner  throughout  the  district. 

The  Council  provides  2  public  ash  tips  in  Castle 
Church,  1  in  Tillington,  and  2  in  Colwich. 

The  scavenging  of  a  part  of  the  Parish  of  Colwich  is 
now  the  subject  of  a  special  report,  to  be  considered  by 
the  Council  shortly. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

This  is  fully  set  out  in  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  appended  in  Table  V. 
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Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled 
by  Bye-Laws  or  Regulations. 

There  are  none  which  can  be  so  controlled. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  sup]3ly  is  from 
time  to  time  inspected  and  considered  as  occasion  arises 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector. 

School  Medical  Inspection. 

This  is  undertaken  by  Medical  Officers  appointed 
by,  and  under  the  control  of,  the  Stafford  shire  County 
Council. 

Food. 

Milk  Supply. — There  are  some  427  Cowsheds  in  the 
district  which  are  used  for  stabling  milch  cows.  These 
are  regularly  inspected  and  have  received  special  atten¬ 
tion  re  lighting,  ventilation,  drainage,  general  con¬ 
struction,  and  adaptability  ;  also  as  to  ciffiic  capacity. 

One  hundred  and  ten  sheds  have  a  cubic  capacity  of 
over  600  cubic  feet,  117  over  500,  and  200  have  400  cubic 
feet  and  under.  The  land-owners  have  expended  con¬ 
siderable  sums  of  money  in  adapting  cowsheds  to  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Act,  draining  farm  yards,  and  in  making 
alterations  to  dairies  and  cooling  places. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  cowsheds  and  premises 
are  gradually  being  further  improved,  and  several  large 
farms  are  being  converted  into  small  holdings  by  private 
enterprise  and  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council,  and 
the  premises  of  each  holding  are  being  put  in  thorough 
order. 

Suspected  tuberculous  animals  are  inspected  when 
occasion  necessitates. 

Other  Foods. — There  are  about  153  cowsheds  in  the 
district  used  for  stalling  cows  on  farms  where  butter  and 
cheese  are  manufactured.  Twenty-five  of  these  have  a 
cubic  capacity  of  600  cubic  feet  and  over,  forty-eight 
have  500  and  over,  and  eighty  have  400  and  under. 
These  premises  are  gradually  being  improved,  special 
attention  being  given  to  the  lighting,  draining,  and 
cleanliness  of  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

Bake  Houses  in  the  District  are  visited  and  inspected 
and  are  generally  in  a  good  condition. 

Meat  Inspection.- — A  regular  inspection  of  the  ten 
slaughter  houses  now  in  use  is  carried  out.  The  meat  is 
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of  the  best  quality,  and  the  slaughter-houses  well  built 
and  generally  tit  for  their  use.  No  cai’cases  were  con¬ 
demned  for  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  small  general  shops  are  inspected  periodically 
and  the  tinned  and  other  foods  reviewed. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — No  systematic  in-

spection  of  food  and  drugs  takes  place  in  the  District.

The  principal  sanitary  and  structural  defects  in¬ 
cluded  : — Drainage  insufficient  ;  no  sinks,  or  foul  brick 
and  stone  sinks  improperly  drained  ;  larders  unlighted 
and  insufficiently  ventilated ;  bedroom.s  without  fire 
places,  or  other  adequate  means  of  ventilation  ;  living 
and  bedroom  windows  not  made  to  open;  one  case  of 
over-crowding  ;  paving  and  fioors  dilapidated  ;  dampness 
and  no  spouting  to  eaves  ;  four  and  half-inch  gable  end 
(a  sufficient  ke}^  was  formed  in  this  before  cementing 
twice) ;  dilapidated  roofs  and  chimneys ;  privies  and 
middens  ;  iusufficient  privy  accommodation  and  no  ash¬ 
pits  ;  wells  insufficiently  protected. 


In  the  area  immediately  around  Stafford  there  is  a 
very  great  dearth  of  houses  suitable  for  the  artisan  class, 
and  consequently  a  great  demand,  and  there  appears  no 
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prospect  of  this  demand  being  met  by  the  erection  of  the 
required  class  of  house,  and  the  would-be  inhabitants  are 
consequently  put  to  great  inconvenience  and  privation. 

All  newly-erected  houses  are  subject  to  the  bye-laws 
of  the  Council,  which  are  rigidly  enforced. 


Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  Act  is  carried  out 
satisfactorily.  With  the  exception  of  the  three  salt 
works  at  Tillington,  there  are  no  large  workshops  in  the 
District. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  year  I  drew  up  a  special  report  as  to  the 
cost  of  erection  and  administration  of  a  new  isolation 
hospital,  but  subsequently  an  agreement  w^as  made  with 
the  Stafford  Corporation,  by  which  all  cases  of  Scarlatina, 
Enteric  and  Diphtheria  in  this  district  would  be  treated 
in  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  'i'he  new  arrangement 
comes  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1912. 

Moans  for  preventing  Mortality  in  Childbirth  and 

Infancy. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  not  adopted  in  the 
district. 

The  Administration  of  the  Mid  wives’  Act  for  the 
district  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Staffordshire 
County  (Muncil,  as  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. 

The  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Public  Analyst.  The  bacterio¬ 
logical  work  is  sent  to  the  University  of  Birmingham,  as 
occasion  necessitates. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Acute  Infectious 

Diseases. 

On  the  notification  of  any  infectious  disease  the  home 
of  the  patient  is  at  once  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  possible  source 
of  infection  is  inquired  into,  also  the  water,  milk  and  food 
supply.  Bacteriological  aids  are  utilised  when  thought 
desirable,  and  in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  the  patient 
isolated. 
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Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. 

Up  to  the  present  time  this  disease  has  been  dis¬ 
regarded  altogether,  and  there  is  no  sanatorium  or  hos¬ 
pital  accommodation,  but  disease  has  become  notifiable 
as  from  January  1st  1912,  and  the  cases  are  now  being 
fully  investigated  as  they  arise. 

Investigation  of  other  Diseases. 

Many  parts  of  the  District  being  of  a  low  Ijdng 
character,  acute  and  chronic  rheumatism,  and  chest  af¬ 
fections,  are  common  in  the  District. 

Adoptive  Acts  in  Force  in  the  District. 

The  following  Adoptive  Acts  are  in  force  in  the 
district : — 

1.  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885. 
Adopted  August,  27th  1887. 

2.  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act,  1889. 

3.  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 
Adopted  January  10th,  1891 

4.  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890  (Part  3). 
Adopted  August  3rd,  1895. 

Anthrax. 

Seven  cases  of  anthrax  have  occurred  during  the 
year,  as  follows  : — PTadswell,  1 ;  Berkswich,  1  ;  Ellenhall, 
1 ;  Haughton,  1  ;  Panton,  1 ;  and  2  from  the  same  farm 
at  Bradley. 

This  unusual  number  of  cases  appears  to  have  arisen 
in  consequence  of  the  introduction  of  foreign  food-stulfs, 
necessitated  by  the  failure  of  the  hay,  root  and  corn  crops 
in  this  district. 

Tables  of  Statistics  drawn  up  in  accordance  wdth  the 
requirements  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the 
Home  Office  are  appended.

Report  of  Sanitary 
Inspector. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Sixth  Annual  Report 
of  works  carried  out  in  my  department  during  1911. 

There  were  37  special  complaints  received  and  at¬ 
tended  to.  These,  with  other  sanitary  defects  found,  make 
a  total  of  476  defects,  leaving  40  cases  outstanding. 

Water  Suppiw. — Four  statutory  samples  of  water 
were  sent  for  analysis,  one  being  condemned,  and  the 
usual  notices  served  ;  a  sufficient  supply  of  wholesome 
water  being  ultimately  supplied  to  the  premises. 

Fifty-three  other  samples  of  water  were  examined  by 
Dr.  Marson,  including  the  36  from  the  Colwich  Parish, 
4  being  condemned  as  dangerous,  and  several  suspicious. 
Most  of  the  samples  were  obtained  during  the  very  dry 
period  of  the  year.  The  wells  condemned  and  suspicious 
have  been  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  statutory  samples  will 
be  taken  in  due  course. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders, 

Twenty-three  applications  to  be  registered  under 
these  Orders  were  received.  These  were  registered  after 
the  cowsheds  were  sufficiently  lighted,  drained,  cleansed, 
etc.,  with  one  exception.  Two  hundred  and  forty- two 
farms  were  visited,  and  436  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milk- 
shops  inspected,  and  205  defects  found,  191  being  re¬ 
medied.  I  have  to  report  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  these  premises. 
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Sanitary  Surveying. 

During  1911,  21  Plans  of  new  Buildings  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Council  for  approval,  classified  as  follows  :  —

A  new  building  site  in  Newport-road,  near  Stafford, 
for  proposed  36  cottages,  was  not  entertained  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  impossible  to  drain  a  portion  of  the 
site  into  the  Council’s  sewer. 

A  new  building  site  at  Queensville,  near  Stafford, 
for  proposed  239  houses,  is  now  under  consideration. 

Eleven  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  Marston-road  now 
completed,  together  with  twelve  completed  in  1910,  are 
property  which  comply  with  the  recommendations  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Town  Planning  Act  of  1909.  The  houses 
are  built  in  blocks  of  2,  3,  and  4,  and  have  a  space  of  10ft. 
to  15ft.,  between  each  block,  there  being  every  con¬ 
venience  for  occupiers,  including  bath,  gas,  water  closets, 
sanitary  ash-bins,  and  garden  back  and  front. 

All  new  buildings  were  regularly  inspected  during 
course  of  erection,  and  the  several  defects  remedied  on 
verbal  request. 

The  Castle  Church  and  Tillington  Sewerage  Schemes 
work  fairly  satisfactorily,  and  are  regularly  inspected,  and 
flushed  when  necessary. 

The  new  septic  tank  and  filters  in  the  Berkswich 
Parish  are  finished  and  now  in  working  order.
